Coach  LeClair  has  become  a  mentor  and  model  for  many  young  people.  Coach,  we  know  this  has  been  an  extremely  tough 
time  for  you  and  your  family,  and  we  want  to  let  you  know  how  much  we  appreciate  everything  you  have  done  for  us.

Wood  Is  Golden 
In  Interview 

On  Saturday,  March  9, 2002  the  Drury  High 
School  Academic  Decathlon  Team  com- 
peted in  the  State  finals.  The  competition  was 
held  at  Walpole  High  School  in  Walpole,  MA. 

The  team  consists  of  nine  members  in  three 
divisions:  Honors,  Scholastic,  and  Varsity.  The 
Honors  team  members  for  Drury  are  Erin 
Blanchard,  Vanessa  Cramer,  and  Eric  Hyers. 
The  Scholastic  division  members  are  Clem 
Dugal,  Allison  Maloney,  and  Jason 
Williamson.  The  Varsity  division  members  are 
Annie  Bullet,  Amber  Daniels,  and  Amelia 
Wood. 

Teams  compete  in  a  series  of  exams  in  the 
subjects  of  Math,  Science,  Economics, 
Language  and  Literature,  Fine  Arts,  and  Music. 
The  students  also  compete  in  Essay,  Interview, 
and  Speech.  The  speech  competition  consists 
of  both  a  prepared  and  an  impromptu  speech. 
The  competition  concludes  with  the 
SuperQuiz,  in  which  the  entire  team  competes 
together.  The  topic  for  the  2001-2002 
SuperQuiz  was  "E-Communications:  The 
Internet  and  Society".  Students  are  awarded 
medals  for  high  scores  in  each  event,  and  they 
compete  against  other  students  in  their  divi- 
sion. All  exams,  Essay,  Interview,  and  Speech 
have  a  maximum  score  of  1 ,000  points. 

In  November,  Drury  had  placed  second  in 
the  Western  Mass.  Competition,  and  tied  for 
first  place  in  the  SuperQuiz.  Drury  was  ranked 
21st  in  the  state  prior  to  the  competition,  and 
ranked  16th  among  the  teams  competing. 
Drury  finished  in  12th  place  overall,  with  sev- 
eral significant  accomplishments. 

Erin  Blanchard  won  an  Honorable  Mention 
ribbon,  placing  fourth  in  her  division  in  Fine 
Arts.  Allison  Maloney  won  a  Bronze  medal  for 
her  division  in  the  Interview.  Amelia  Wood 
won  a  Gold  medal  in  Interview,  with  a  perfect 
score  of  1,000  points.  Eric  Hyers  won  a  Gold 
medal  in  the  Essay  competition.  His  score  of 
985  was  the  highest  Essay  score  of  the  day  in 
any  division. 

Other  Drury  scores  worthy  of  note  are 
Vanessa  Cramer,  who  improved  her  Western 
MA  Science  score  by  240  points,  Allison 
Maloney,  whose  Math  score  improved  by  240 
points,  and  Clem  Dugal  who  improved  his 
speech  score  by  322  points.  Dugal  scored  a 
total  of  955  points  in  the  Speech  category  at  the 
State  competition,  presenting  a  newly  written 
speech  about  the  Boston  Red  Sox. 

The  two  most  improved  Drury  scores  were 
Hyers,  who  gained  1,141  points  overall,  and 
Maloney,  who  gained  562.

Jason  Williamson  did  not  want  to  leave 
the  field.  In  fact,  the  Drury  senior 
looked  around  and  told  a  nearby  individ- 
ual, 'I'm  going  to  go  down  to  the  locker 
room,  change,  and  come  back  up  here.' 

Minutes  later,  Blue  Devil  head  coach. 
Bob  LeClair,  overcome  with  emotion, 
turned  to  assistant  Gordie  Conrow  and 
asked,  "How  high  are  we  right  now?" 

In  a  season  of  emotional  wins  —  and 
one  week  after  being  labeled  a  runner-up 
in  the  Berkshire  County  League  title 
race  following  a  loss  to  Lee  —  Drury 
took  another  step  up  the  ladder  with  a 
thrilling  25-20  upset  of  previously 
unbeaten  Taconic  at  Del  Negro  Field 
Saturday. 

"It's  the  greatest  feeling  ever  —  it 
really  is,"  said  Adam  Garner,  Drury 's 
wingback/defensive  back  who  had  three 
receptions  for  83  yards  and  a  touch- 
down, picked  off  a  pass  and  made  five 
tackles.

Drury  senior  Lauren  Hobbie-  Welch 
has  never  been  on  the  winning  end 
of  a  score  against  Mount  Greylock  in  her 
four  years  donning  a  Blue  Devil  uniform.

For  four  seasons,  the  seniors  on  the 
Drury  boys'  tennis  team  contin 
ued  to  work  hard  year  after  year 
knowing  at  some  point  it  would  pay 
off. 

And  although  the  six-seeded  Blue- 
Devils  lost  a  5-0  decision  to  No.  3 
seed  St.  Mary's  in  the  first  round  of 
the  Div.

As  Williamson  continued,  his  tone 
became  somber  as  he  talked  of  the 
lessons  each  would  learn  throughout 
their  high  school  years. 

'.'High  school  is  where  we  grew  up 
. . .  We  learned  pride  and  determination 
while  playing  sports.  We  learned  about 


cruelty  and  injustice  from  ignorant  bul- 
lies. We  learned  about  hard  work  and 
more  patience  when  it  came  to  getting  our 
grades.  We  learned  about  love  and  hate, 
friendship  and  enemies,"  he  said. 

"In  our  four  years  here,  we  have 
learned  about  life.  A  true  lesson  about  life 
was  learned  this  our  senior  year.  Much 
younger  than  most,  we  learned  about 
death  and  destruction.  Before  our  year 
even  began,  we  suffered  the  loss  of  a 
beloved  member  of  the  Drury  family, 
Jocelyn  Leclair." 

According  to  Williamson,  LeClair's 
death  was  "a  huge  hurdle.  Jocelyn,  a  hur- 
dler herself,  would  have  been  proud  of  the 
way  we  came  together." 

The  class  also  began  their  first  day  of 
school  Sept.  1 1 ,  only  to  reurn  from  a  half- 
day  of  classes  to  the  tragic  events  of  ter- 
rorism. 

"Our  first  day  is  one  that  none  of  us  will 
be  able  to  forget,"  he  said.  "But  through 
this  adversity  we  have  emerged  as  young 
adults." 

Salutatorian  Erin  Blanchard  spoke  of 
the  many  memories  that  resides  within  the 


corridors  of  the  school,  even  if  the 
"tangible  qualities  have  changed." 

"Some  of  us  are  embarking  on  dis- 
tant adventures,  others  are  opting  to 
remain  in  the  area.  Regardless  of  the 
paths  that  we  choose,  it  is  important 
that  we  remember  that  discovery  lies 
not  in  new  landscapes  but  in  how  we 
dwell,"  she  said.  "On  our  own  terms, 
we  will  find  a  way  that  leads  back  to 
here  on  the  hill,  nestled  between  the 
landfill  and  the  cemetery." 

Freedom,  fear  and  change  rang 
throughout  Valedictorian  Vanessa  A. 
Cramer's  speech,  in  which  she  spoke 
on  the  ups  and  downs  of  unstoppable 
variations  that  were  going  to  occur  to 
each  member  of  the  class  once  the 
commencement  exercises  ended. 

"Today,  we  will  all  begin  moving  in 
our  own  directions.  Some  will  move  on 
the  right  path  soon,  some  later  and,  for 
the  more  indecisive  ones,  even  later," 
she  said. 

She  continued  by  saying  graduation 
was  allowing  all  of  her  classmates  a 
new  freedom,  the  freedom  to  chance  to 
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Learn;  'Hurdles'  to  Overcome 


whatever  they  aspire  to  be,  allowing 
many  the  chance  for  a  new  beginning. 

"The  important  thing  is  that  we 
allow  ourselves  to  change  and  be  open 
to  the  possibilities,"  she  said. 
"Ironically,  however,  one  of  the  things 
I  fear  most,  besides  the  late  bell,  is 
changing.  It  is  absolutely  terrifying  to 
think  that  my  life,  that  our  lives,  are 
going  to  be  different  whether  we  want 
them  to  be  or  not.  We  can  never  repli- 
cate the  past,  we  must  always  leave 
something  behind." 

Cramer  related  to  the  audience  the 
story  of  when  she  was  preparing  for 
her  speech,  her  brother  instead  of 
telling  her  to  calm  her  nervousness  by 
picturing  people  in  their  underwear, 
told  her  to  think  of  someone  she  held 
special.  For  her,  that  person  was  her 
mother,  whose  death  changed  her  life. 

"She  cannot  be  here  today,  but  she 
is  here  in  spirit,"  she  said.  "I  do 
believe  that  we  must  leave  something 
behind,  but  I  also  do  believe  that  we 
must  bring  something  with  us. 
Remember  Drury  high  school  by  tak- 
ing your  memories  and  experiences 
with  you,  like  I  remember  my  moth- 
er." 

Superintendent  of  schools  Joseph 
Rogge  presented  the  class  to  Mayor 
John  Barrett  the  III,  chairman  of  the 
North  Adams  school  committee,  who 
awarded  diplomas  to  the  graduates. 

Graduating  Senior  Carmelita 
Williams  performed  the  class  ode,  "On 
My  Way,"  which  she  wrote  and 
arranged.  The  band  and  concert  choir 
performed  musical  selections  during 
the  ceremony  period.
